Wo aro informed by telegraph from 
Hamilton, that a requisition is being sign- 
ed in that city, calling upon the Mayor to 
convene a meeting of citizens for the pur- 
pose of petitioning the Governor General 
to dismiss his present ministers!

an appeal to tho electors whenever he 
pleases. ‘The people will not, certainly, 
object to that exercise of that power, pro- 
vided due notice is given and they are not 
taken by surprise. The Government or- 
gan very absurdly recommends that meet- 
ings shall be got up against individual 
members of Parliament who would then, 
he alleges, act upon the Government to 
bring about an election.

The Anglo-American Telegraph, 


Our renders nro already notified of the 
sailing of the U.S. propeller Arctic, for 
the purpose of finding a suitable location 
for the cable of the magnetic telegraph, 
which is intended to connect this country 
with England. ‘Tho taking of soundings 
and exploring into the nature of the soil 
at the bottom of the ocean will be a great 
labor, but a mostinteresting one. ‘The 
preliminary operations and route are 
somewhat as follows. Starting from the 
Northern part of Newfoundland, a place 
will be selected, where the water is so 
deep that the anchoring of fishing vessels 
will not be likely to interfere with (ie de- 
posited cablo. ‘I'he chnracter of the pla- 
teau is so well known, that soundings will 
te taken only at intervals of thirty miles 
over the route. ‘To make the soundings, 
different weights are employed—some- 
times shot of 68 lbs. ‘These are never 
drawn again, ‘Tho shot is slung in a 
socket, which ts attached to the line by 
hooks in such a way thatthe moment the 
shot strikes the bottom it is unshipped, 
and the line is clear ‘Io haul it up 
would be impossible. But through the 
centre of the shot there passes a tube, in 
which are fixed several quills. ‘hese 
gather up from the bottom specimens of 
mud, sand shell, Xc., and being brought 
up with the line, unerringly indicate the 
character of the sounding. Marks upon 
the line and checks show at a moment 
the depth to which the weight has de- 
scended, Observations upon the current, 
winds, &c., will not be omitted. 

If the survey furnishes results as satis 
factory as they now anticipate, the work of 
laying the cable will be commenced im- 
mediately on its conclusion. ‘To do this, 
two steamers will be employed, Both 
will push to the middle line between the 
two coasts ; each having half the cable on 
board, and from that line sail either way 


fir the shore, paying out the cable as 
they ran. Communication with each 
other will be kept up by the cable and 
galvanic batteries, so thatat a moment's 
notice ‘a halt can be effected and the 
course of either retraced, Tt is thought 
that by this division of labor and this 
halving of the time required in doing it, 
failure would be out of the question — 
From ten to fifteen days would under fa- 
vorable circumstances, suffice to lay the 
cable in this way. 

Each verse! will carry 840 miles of ca- 
ble. ‘The cable that they will select, our 
ol 150 that have been offered them, is not 
larger than a child’s wrist—say an inch 
and a quarter in diameter. It has one 
wire (made of five strands of copper wire) 
which is insulnted by a covering of gutta 
percha. Outside of these four wires are 
placed, and around them, a gutta percha 
covering. Outside of that, strong steel 
wires ore wound, and, external to it, a 
hemp cord is twisted. A thick covering 
of alsphaltum protects the whole, 

What the rates are to be for sending 
messages between New York and Lon- 
don, we are not advised; probably a dol- 
lar 4 word. As all important dispatches 
will pass over this cable, itis fair to pre- 
sume that, if well managed, the American 
and European telograph will be the most 
productive enterprise ever organized in 
this country,— Boston Times.

LATER INTELLIGENCE. 


Horrs ror THE Faiture or O'Don- 
NeLL’s Coup D'Erat.—The importance 
of the determined resistance of Barcelona 
is immense. ‘The gallant conduct of the 
inhabitants must have greatly thwarted 
the military calculations of O'Donnell, and 
is calculated to encourage resistance ina 
multitude of other places. In iact, it may 
now be said that if Saragossa, from which 
we have had no direct news whatever for 
several days, is still in a vigorous condi- 
tion, there is gocd hope that O'Donnell’s 
coup d'etat will fail, His army is not 
large, and he must be in the utmost em- 
barrassment to know how to distribute it. 

‘Tho insurrection which the Moniteur 
admits to be going on in Gerona is very 
serious. General Ruis, one of the best 
Generals in Spsin, and a determined 
Progressionist, commands the insurgents 
there. 

General Bessdi, the second in com- 
mand of the Queen's troops in Barcelona, 
was seriously, and, as some say, mortally 
wounded. 

‘There are rumors among the Spaniards 
of wany new risings in the provinces, 

A Madrid letter, of the 20th, says that

Tue Fines in tHe Woops.—On Wed- 
nesday, we learned that a considerable 
fire has been burning for some days with- 
in a mile from Waterloo, and that Mr 
Warner lost ten acres of wheat, and a 
number of fences, besides suffering other 
great damage to grass land, &c. Wed- 
nesday, the wind blew from the North, 
and drove the firo in a contrary direction, 
About five miles west of the village, an- 
othor large fire was provailing, the smoke 
of which, in great clouds, was plainly 
visible for several days, At this writing

The Queen decided in O’Donnell’s favor, 
and not only Escosura but Espartero and 
his colleagues also tendered their resig- 
nations, which were accepted, and O’Don- 
noll was appointed President of the Coun- 
cil, with power to appoint another -Cab- 
inet. ‘The Cortez, correspoding to our 
Parliament, were assembled the next day 
to discuss the affairs of the nation, but 
were dispersed in Cromwellian style by 
O'Donnell. ‘The people of Madrid im- 
mediately arose in arms to resist the new 
Government. But O'Donnell was pre- 
pared. He had collected 18,000 men in 
the Capital for the expected emergency. 
‘The National Guards joined in the insur- 
rection. Barricades were thrown up, and 
shot and shell ploughed the streets for 
thirty hours. O'Donnell’s army at longth 
prevailed, and. many of tho insurrection- 
ists were compelled to lay down their 
arms, ‘They have, however, ro-eatablish- 
ed themselves at Saragossa, which is now 
the head-quarters of the insurrectioniats. 
Tho insurgents have also been defeated 
at Barcelona. How they will succeed at 
Saragossa romains to be seen. It is re- 
ported'that Napoleon hos offered Queen 
Isabella his assistance. England will 
probably interfere to prevent his co-oper- 
ation, which will involve the * Allies” in 
new difficulties. Surely tho storm cloud 
thickens...

Although our past year's course has, wo 
believe, elicited the sympathy and con- 
currence of a large majority of our read- 
ers, yet it is to be regretted that some haye 


and have discontinued their literary ac- 
quaintance. ‘This of course every one 
has an undoubted right to do when ho is 
displeased with his journal; and although 
itis quite a mistaken notion which some 


have, that a newspaper must inevitably | 


go down when they have withdrawn their 
support, yet upon the whole it is quite as 
well that they should stop their subscrip- 
tion when they cannot be satisfied rea- 
sonably. By thoim discontinuance they 
remove the last restraint to a full and in- 
dependent expression on topics, not less 
generally important because disagreeable 
to them. A’ public journalist is sacredly 
bound not to consult the views and feel- 
ings of individuals, when the interests of 
community are at stake, ‘To perform this 
duty well and fearlessly, requires a degree 
of stoical courage that few possess, Job- 
bery, corruption, bribery, extravagance, or 
mal-administration, are things which can- 
not be exposed without coming in contact 
with the private interests of many individ- 
uals figuring in public life; each one of 
these feels, or affects to feel, personally 
insulted and deeply wronged. What is 
more natural than that such should become 
the bitter enemies of those who have ex- 
posed them? And what has the indepen- 
dent jodrnalist as an offset to the enmity 
which truthfal exposures of public men 
and bad measures must necessarily pro- 
yoke? seldom anything beyond the ex- 
pressed friendliness and favor of the fickle 
public, Itis well known that such sup- 
port is not so reliable as the opposition 
of which we speak is likely to be intense 
and unceasing, on the principle that {avors 
are sooner forgotten than injuries; and 
also because the so-called injuries are 
personal, while the favors are of a gene- 
ral character, 

Again, speaking “the truth, the whole 
troth, and nothing but the truth,” which is 
oftentimes required, may often bring an 
editor in offensive opposition to his daily 
acquaintances and friends, which is ex- 
cessively disagreeable, and not unfre- 
quently makes the matter dubious as to 
which direction his duty points—silence 
or exposure. It becomes a choice to him 
botween friendship, harmony, and private 
advantage on the one hand, and enmity, 
strife and loss, on the other. Under such 
circumstances, is it any wonder that so 
many editors, swayed by feelings of inte- 
rest and the love of good will, keep silent 
when they should speak, or speaking, 

hould take the popular side of the ques- 
tion, and say nothing particularly inyidi- 
ous to those having the power to do them 
Is it not a greater wonder 
that any journal should be found fearless 
and independent, under all circumstances? 
Journalists being men, and having dispo- 
sitions in common with the genus homo, 
cannot be expected to act with the disin- 
terested virtue of angels. 

When the public wish editors to act in- 
dependently, that samo public should be 
ready and willing to make sacrifices cor- 
responding to those expected. ‘There is 
no doubt that an honest and unshackled 
Press is one of the most important safe- 
guards to constitutional liberty, and one 
of the grand regulators of the public con- 

cience; while a corrupt and licentious 
Press has the very opposite tendencies. 
It is for the public to say then which they 
shall have, for both the penalty belonging 
to the one and the reward to be given to 
the other, aro in their own keeping.

Mr. Roblin, we think, goes off with a 
greater flourish than really belongs to 
him, ‘The analogy between saw-mills 
and grist-mills is not o true one, Ono 
manufactures that which is re-produced 
every year in greater abundance ; the 
other, that which, when once gone, is 
gone forever. We hold that it is no 
abandonment cf the dvctrines of Free 
Trade, to advocate an imposition of this 
kind upon saw-logs. Every general rule 
has an exception, and this is, and should 
be. an exception in Freo Trade, When 
the pine timber is taken from our forests, 
in many cases it leaves the land valueless 
Forests cannot be planted and reaped an- 
nually like cereals, and it becomes the 
duty of Government to impose some 
check upon their too rapid disappearance. 
When the logs ‘are manufactured in the 
country, the growth of our manufactures 
and the expenditure of the money neces- 
sary to carry them on, is something of an 
offset to the disappearance of the timber. 
But when these are taken out of the 
country, and cut up into lumber in ‘an-

‘The seventh was a resolve to pe-| 
tition the: Governor to dissolve Parliament 
and call a new Election, ‘I'he eighth re- 
Jated to the reform of tbe Municipal sys- 
tem, and condemned the Government for 
not complying with the prayers of nume- 
rous petitions on this subject. The ninth 
referred to the neglect and apathy display- 
ed on the part of our rulers in developing 
the natural resources and settling the 
Wild lands of the Province. The Jast 
Resolution affirms athe policy of protect- 
ing home manufactures, and of securing 
the right of en-registration in American 
Ports of Canadian built vessels, and cen- 
sures the Government for its indifference 
on these important subjects. 
All these were passed with enthusiasm 
and unanimously, although the Govyern- 
ment whippers-in had exerted themselves 
to their utmost and had hired rowdies, at 
four dollars a-piece 10 break up the.

Destructive Earthquake in the Moluccas 


The [ndian mail brings advices of an- 
other of those dreadful. earthquakes for 
which Tenrati and the adjoining localities 
in the Moluccas are proverbial. An ir- 
ruption of the active volcano on the is- 
land of Great Sangir, in lon, 125 50° 
E,, and lat. 350°N,, has occurred. The 
north western part of the island of Great 
Sangir is formed by the mountain Awn, 
which has several peaks, the highest be- 
ing about 4000 fect above the sea. On 
the west side, the mountain runs very 
Steep into the sea, at the height of the 
large village of Kandhar, falling away, 
however to a low promontory. 

Between seven and eighto'clock on the 
evening of the 2d of March, a sudden and 
altogether indescribable crashing noise 
was heard, which, indicating to the San- 
girese an eruption of the volcano, filled

| shoro, to form two long tanjongs, (capes) 
at places where the depth of water for- 
morly consisted of many fathoms 

A number of other districts and places 
have been wholly destroyed, and others 
greatly injured by the fire. 

The loss of life has been great It is 
estimated as follows in the undermention- 
ed districts ; 


Tartuna—mon, women and children, 722 
Kandhor, do 15 
Tabukan, do 2806 

Total, 3973 


The greater number met their death in 
the gardens. ‘They fled in all directions, 
but were overtaken and swallowed up by 
the fatal fire stream. Some tried to save 
themselves in the trees, but were either 
carried away with them or killed by the 
scorching heat, At Kalevgan and ‘T'ari- 
ang the houses wero filled with people 
who were stopped in their flight by the 
Java streaming down on all sides and the 
streams of boiling water, and who met 
their death under the burning ashes and 
the tumbling houses. Many who had 
reached the shore and thought themselves 
sate, became a prey to the furious waves, 
and many died through sheer despair and 
agony. 


Wuar New Yorx Taxes to Peep 17. 
—We gatherfrom some returns inthe New 
York Lvening Post, that New York an- 
nually consumes 184,826 beeves ; 12,014 
cows ; 543,445 sheep and lambs ; 41,844 
calves, and 281,051 swine! ‘The writer 
observes that if the beeves in this great 
herd were to be placed seven a-brenst, 
and formed in a compact body, they would 
make a continuous procession of thirty-six 
miles in length, and were the other ani- 
mals to follow in like order, the length of 
the entire procession would be one hun- 
dred and ninety-eight miles. 1n propor- 
tion to its population, New York snnual- 
ly consumes as nearly as possible the 
same quantity of meatas London; more 
beef is used, however, and less mutton, 
and the latter fact is accounted for by the 
comparative inferiority of quality. The 
annual consumption of flour is about nine 
hundred and sixty thousand barrels, of 
which three-fourths is served from the ba- 


them with consternation. Simultaneous 
with this, the glowing lava stroamned down 
with irresistible force in different direc- 
tions, bearing with it whatever it encoun- 
tered in its destructive course, and caus- 
ing the sea to boil wherever they came in 
contact. ‘The hot springs opened up and 
cist outa flood of boiling water, which 
destroyed and carried away what the fire 
had spared. ‘The sea, obedient to an un- 
usual impulse, lashed the rocks with 
frightful violence, dashed upon the shore, 
and heaved itself with wild haste against 
the land, as it strove to overmaster tho 
fire-stream. 

This frightful picture of destruction, 
the horror of which was increased by the 
shrieks of men and beasts, the wild roar- 
ing of the tempest, and the crashing of 
thousands of trees torn up and carried 
away, was followed about an hour later 
by peals of thunder which shook the 
ground and deafened the ear. A black 
column of stones and ashes then shot up 
from the mountain to an immense height, 
and fell, illuminated by the glare of the 
lava, like ashower of fire upon the sur: 
rounding country below, producing a dark- 
ness that, only now and then momentarily 
broken by the flashes of lightning, was 
So intense that people could not discern 
objects close at hand, and which comple- 
ted their confusion and despair, Large 
stones were hurled thro’ the air, crushing 
whatever they fell upon. Houses and 
crops which had not been destroyed by 
fire sank and disappeared beneath the 
ashes and stones, and the hill streams, 
stopped by these barriers, formed lakes, 
which, breaking over their banks, soon 
proved a new source of destruction. 

This lasted some hours. About mid- 
night, the raging elements sank to rest F 
but on the following day they again re- 
sumed their work of destruction with ro- 
newed violence. In the meantime, the 
faH of ashes continued without intermis- 
sion, and was so thick on this day that 
the rays of the sun could not penetrate 
through it, and an appalling darkness pre- 
vailed, 

Searcely recovered in some degree 
from their fright, the inhabitants of this 
desolated part of Sangir wero again dis- 
turbed by an eruption on the 17th of 
March, which destroyed many fields and 
& great number of treeson the ‘Tabukan 
side, 

Since then, the volcano has remained 
quiet, and the only symptom of its work- 
ing has been the smoke rising up in all 
directions from cracks and fissures in the 
ground. . The streams of lava on the 
slopes are still so slightly cooled that peo- 
ple dare not venture to any great distance 
from the shore. According to the accounts 
of the natives, tho mountain does not ap- 
pear to have undergone any noticeable al- 
teration, 

On the other side of Kandhar, on the 
extreme north point of the island, the ap- 
pearance of the devastation which has 
beon caused, is, if possible, oven more 
frightful than what hos taken place at 
Tartuna, For here, whero formorly there 
were to be seon oxtonsive fields bearing 
all kinds of crops, and thickly planted 
and endless groves of cocoa-nuts, wo now 
find nothing but java, stone and ashos, 
‘The liquid fire seems at this point to have 
flowed from the mountain with irresistible 
force, and in prodigious quantity. Not} 
only has this fearful flood as it wero buri- 
ed the whole district, and allthat was up-| 
on it, but after having caused this destruc-| 
tion over an extent of sevoral miles, it 


was still powerful onough on roaching the 


keries in the form of baker's loaves and 
fancy bread. 


‘Tne Crors or rae Mippie States 
—Dericimncy or Frurrs axp Vecera- 
BLES.—The severity of the past Winter 
in connexion with the prolonged drought 
is curtailing very seriously in the Middle 
states the prospects of the farmers. The 
hay crop is known to have been short; 
the oats have been dwarfed; the corn 
scarcoly gives promise of even a medium 
product. garden vegotables “are becoming 
scarcer every day, and all the varieties of 
fruit may be said to be almost an entire 
failuro, ‘Tho wheat harvest alone proved 
respectable, but even this cannot beginto 
make up the deficiency in potatoos and 
corn, What the results of the season will 
prove in other sections of the Union, we 
are not yet prepared to say. In Mary- 
land, agricultural products, taken os 4 
whole, will fall far behind the usual aver- 
age. Of course we would not be under- 
stood as conveying the impression that 
the general harvest will prove deficient; 
on tho contrary, we have reason to hope 
that what is lacking in one section of the 
country will be made up in another, and 
we have besides the comforting assurance 
that large stocks were held over from the 
abundant harvest of last year. On tho 
whole, therefore, wo may rest free from 
any serious apprehension so far as sup- 
plies are concerned ; though it is equally 
evident that prices will be maintained at 
4 respoctable figure for somo time to come, 
—Baltimore Patriot of Friday evening.

Border Ruffians Invading Nebraska, | 


From the Council Bluffs Chronotype, July 30, 
We have stariling intelligence from 
Southern Nebraska. The Border Ruf- 
fians, from Missouri, have invaded the ler- 
ritory, and, up to Sunday, had arrived 
within 20 miles of Nebraska City. They 
Are over one thousand strong, are compo- 
sed of Missourians, South Carolinians 
and Georgians, and are fully armed with 
cannon, &c., prepared for war. Their 
object is to stop the Free State settlers, on 
their way to Kansas, through the Terri- 
tory. 

Tho news of this invasion reached Ne- | 
braska City on Saturday, and caused 
great excitement. About 150 men immo- 
diately voluntecred to go to the aid of the 
Free-State settlers, and messengers were | 
despatched to learn the true state of af-| 
fairs. Some 80 men wero also raised to | 
go to aid the Border Roffians.
